"The dangers to which our trade is exposed 


by the growing; manufacturing system of'tln. 
1 Uni- 


ted States are"yet far from having reached their 
climax. The progress already made on the oth- 
er side of the Atlantic, in furnishing the market 
there with an independent supply ot manufac- 
tured articles, although serious, is not yet whol- 
ly decisive against us. As yet, the Arneiiuan 
lias only successfully competed with us in one 
article—that ot tin; couise cotton. 
The trans- 


atlantic manufacturer now enjoys an almost un- 
disturbed monopoly of the whole American 
market in thin article. But the evil does not 
rest here. The loss-ot'the United States as a 
market for our coarser fabrics is a serious blow, 
inasmuch as it inculcates a fatal lesson lor us, in 
teaching the Americans the possibility of speed- 
ily possessing a self-dependent market. But the 
domestic manufacturer of America does not con- 
fine himself to his home market. The sources 
whence he supplies it are too prolific for the de- 
mand. We nuw meet him m other markets 
where we were formerly in the undisputed as- 


,t, and the late experience of most of the 


fish dealers with Brazil will testify how for- 


midable a competitor he has already become at 
Kio Janerro, at Bahia and Pernambuco.'' 


The same paper remarks that the Americans 


not contented with rivaling the British in coarse 
cottons are bent upon rivaling them 'in every 
hranch of their industry, and tli.it the success in 
cottons give reason for them to hope for such a 
result, 
After detailing some rf the disadvanta- 


ges under which the British Manufactures labor, 
thus significantly alludes to the condition of our 
American Manufactures. 


"Opposed to these disadvantages are the high 


price ot labor andtlie imperfect machinery in the 
Ijmted States. Tiie l»tter,under the encourage- 
tfient afforded by the restrictions on our inter- 
course with the Americans, is daily improving 


mn character and capability; and as fast as it im- 


proves, the cost 'of 'production, the advantage 
which the Ajnefican manufacturer enjoys mtlie 
inexhaustible water power with which he is sup- 
plied by a thousand stieams, we see a', once the 
magnitude of the dangei we incur by adding 
OIK- inducement moie. to drive him into competi- 
tion with us in the manufacture of the finer fab- 
rics, which circumstances might rendei success- 
ful more speedily than we now anticipate. 


•'The activity" ol the New-England manuliic- 


turer is as great as the wants of his countrymen 
are diversified. 
In Lowell alone the number of 


yards of cotton annually manufactured is70,0oii,- 
000 and upward, consuming no less than 5rj,'j4ll 
liales of raw cotton. 
But,be8ides this, he has 


ombarked vigorously in the 
manufacture ot 


woollens, and now supplies the home niaiket 
with very fair specimens of broadcloth, carpeting, 
rugs, &c. This is the focus of' New-England 
manufacture. 
Eleven active and enterprising 


•corpoiations, with an aggregate capital of upward 
flfttrt) millions ot dollars, are here daily striving 
to undermine the market of the English capital- 
ist; and such is the impetus which this branch 
of industry has received in tiie United States, 
rromthe success which has hitherto attended the 
t.'ffbrts of the New-Enjlander, that the Agricult- 
ural West is begming to imitate its sisters of the 
rocky States by embarking in a system of man- 
ufactures. Throughout the whole of western 
New York—the granary of the State—' Lock- 
port factory," producing a conrse cotton fabric, 
lias the monopoly nf its rising market; and an 
immense quantity ot it is amiually smuggled in- 
to Canada.
